Annual Report - Griesbach Council 


Officers: 

Due to pressure of other duties, 
Capt. Zerbin was forced to resign 
as Treasurer in December. The 
posts of Secretary and Treasurer 
have been combined and Mr. H. 
Dales is now secretary-treasurer. 
Councillors: 

Six council members who volun¬ 
teered in December, 1959, are still 
serving on Council. 

New Councillors since my last 
report are Capt. J. Taylor, Ward 
2; Lieut. P. A. Scrutton, Ward 5: 
Lieut. A. P. Jessome, Ward 6; 
Major B. Bolster, Ward 7; Sgt. E. 
F. Carter, Ward 9. 

Finance: 

Resident voluntary contributions 
for the year ending December, 
1960, averaged $226.00 per month. 
This is an increase over previous 
years, but below Council's expec¬ 
tations. In an effort to improve 
these contributions, councillors 
called on residents in their Ward 
who were non-contributors. Many 
new volunteers were obtained. 
Two factors also became appar¬ 
ent from the canvas, (1) many 
new residents had never been ap¬ 
proached, (2) contributions were 
not being collected from Corporals 
and below by some units. The 
first problem, I think, has been 
overcome by instituting a new sys¬ 
tem of approaching new residents. 
On the second problem I would 
ask the co-operation of unit Com¬ 
manders in ensuring that these 
collections are made. 

As shown by the financial state¬ 
ment, your Association is in a 
sound financial position. 
Committees: 

The following covers the cctm 
mittee activities of your Council: 
Ways and Means: 

Seven ladies' bingos have been 
held. Approximately, $700.00 has 
been raised to date. 

This committee co-ordinated ar¬ 
rangements for the boys' boxing 
show held on January 211 $128.00 
was realized from this activity 
which has been set aside for use 
of the Boys' Boxing Club. 

Arrangements for the 1961 Com¬ 
munity Fair are under this com¬ 
mittee. 

Recreation: 

Three tot lots were equipped 
with swings, teeter totters, sand 


boxes and basketball posts. Ap 
proximately $900.00 was spent for 
material. Volunteer labor was 
provided by residents. 

The Day Camp operated in co¬ 
operation with the YMCA, proved 
successful. Council approved an 
expenditure of $80.00 to help pay 
the costs of the Camp. 

Approximately 165 boys partici¬ 
pated in hockey this past winter. 
$400.00 was provided to assist in 
operation of the league and rink. 
A mild winter caused considerable 
trouble with the ice. New nets 
and goals were provided for the 
rink at a cost of $55.00. The fire 
hazard caused by the stoves, nec- 
essiated their removal from the 
change hut. It is hoped new heat¬ 
ing arrangements will be avail¬ 
able for next winter. Cleaning of 
the ice also presented problems. 
A new plan for ice cleaning has 
been forwarded to the Commander, 
Alta area, for his consideration. 

Fifty-seven members registered 
for a junior tennis club. $75.00 
was provided to assist the club. 

A Badminton Club operated with 
16 teenage and 20 adult members. 
$16.00 was provided for the Club. 

The Small Bore Rifle Club have 
40 members $89.00 was provided 
to assist in their activities. 

Council provided $100.00 to as¬ 
sist in the formation of an Archery 
Club. This grant was conditional 
on the club raising $100.00 by 
their own efforts. This amount 
has been raised by the Club. 

Assistance was given to ladies 
in the formation of a basketball 
team. 

The Teenagers' Curling Club 
was provided with a grant of 
$50.00 to cover the purchase of 
a trophy. 

Welfare and Culture: 

As we have been without the 
services of a welfare committee 
chairman, visits to new residents 
have bees seriously curtailed. 

Ballet classes have continued 
under Miss Woodcock. Approxim¬ 
ately 50 children are taking the 
classes. $35.00 was provided to 
help defray the cost of installing 
ballet bars — this money to be 
repaid from the proceeds of the 
ballet recital. Tap dancing and 
modern jazz lessons are also being 
provided by Miss Woodcock. 


Services: 

Due to the fact that AHQ vaca¬ 
ted the book rental scheme for 
high school students, the Council 
agreed to take over the plan. A 
rental fee of $5.00 per year was 
charged. It was the intention that 
the plan be self-supporting but ex¬ 
tensive repairs to books taken over 
from the School Board, caused a 
deficit of $106.00. A decision to 
-ontinue the plan for another year 
has not been made as yet. How¬ 
ever, if the plan is continued, an 
increase in the rental fee appears 
justified. 

Library: 

Your Council has been very 
pleased with the use that residents 
are making of the library. There 
are 600 members and slightly over 
3,000 books are available. There 
is a turnover of approximately 200 
books per week. Council provided 
$20.00 to defray the cost of a lib¬ 
rarian's course for Sgt. Carter, our 
present librarian. In addition to 
Sgt. Carter, twenty ladies have 
volunteered to work in the library. 
Unfortunately, Sgt. Carter is leav¬ 
ing and a new librarian must be 
found. Anyone willing and inte¬ 
rested to take on this appointment, 
would be welcomed. 

Miscellaneous Activities: 

Trading Post — 

Unfortunately the Trading Post 
did not receive -the support that 
Council expected, and it was deci¬ 
ded to close it down. The build¬ 
ing will be retained and put to 
another use. 

Fire Prevestion Week — 

Council voted $60.00 to assist 
the Fire Department in interesting 
children in fire prevention. 
Griesbach Bugle — 

Council voted that a scroll and 
$25.00 be given Sgt. Sheppard for 
his work on the staff of the Bugle. 

Thanks to the efforts of S/Sgt. 
MacDonald, advertising revenue 
has increased greatly — so that 
the Bugle is showing a small pro¬ 
fit each month. 

Council agreed with a request 
from the Editor that a membership 
be obtained in the Edmonton Better 
Business Bureau. $35.00 was ap¬ 
proved to cover a one year mem¬ 
bership. 

Christmas Activities — 

$30.00 was given the Fire Dep¬ 
artment staff to help defray the 
cost of a Santa Claus suit. The 
suit will be used for repeat per¬ 
formances each year at the fire 
hall. 

A Christmas house decoration 
contest was sponsored by the 
Council which proved very suc¬ 
cessful. $67.00 was distributed in 
prizes. 

Whistle — 

Council voted $30.00 to purchase 
and install a steam whistle on the 
central heating plant. The whistle 
to be used primarily as a "come 
hon*" signal for children. Instal¬ 
lation should be completed at an 
early date.

Dear Sir: 

I was very disappointed at the 
failure here of our Trading Post. 
I've always heard they were a 
great success in other places, and 
found the one in Soest (Germany) 
a great help, and it certainly pros¬ 
pered theer. 

I feel the failure of this shop is 
mainly due to its bad location. 
Although I was very keen to be 
a patron, I have made very few 
visits, as invariably I had to com¬ 
bine my call there with calls at 
the Bank or Post Office; and after 
concluding my business at these 
places, just didn't have the incli¬ 
nation to walk up that long road, 
usually with a bitter head wind, 
(either going or returning) and 
decided to go another day, which 
of course, I didn't. Most of us 
take our small children out with 
us in the afternoons, and it is much 
too far away from the places of 
business, we are obliged to visit, 
for their small legs to manage. 

The success or failure of a shop 
depends largely upon its location 
and no matter how central it is 
in respect of the residences, if it 
is nowhere near the community's 
centre of activity (i.e. Bank,, Post 
Office, School, Church, etc.) it is 
bound to fail. 

I feel -it should have been loca¬ 
ted where the library is at pre¬ 
sent, even if it had to be on a 


much smaller scale. Better to start 
small and flourish, than start big 
ond collapse. The Library's hocrs 
are not at all in accordance with 
those of the Post Office or Bank, 
so that could well have been loca¬ 
ted in a different place. The Trad¬ 
ing Post depends on people "drop¬ 
ping in" after cashing a cheque 
at the Bank — or buying stamps 
at the Post Office. Most people 
would just call in "next door" to 
see what was there, or take some¬ 
thing themselves — provided they 
did not have to "go out of iheii 
way to do so." I know this makes 
us sound very lazy or disinte¬ 
rested, but most of us housewives 
have to do two or three jobs at 
a time and cannot afford to take 
time for special journeys just "to 
look round" without a definite pur¬ 
pose, and everyone knows profits 
are made from people "looking 
round" and seeing something they 
had no intention of buying — and 
purchasing it. 

This is just to say, please do 
not "write off" our Trading Post 
as a "Dead Loss," under the mis¬ 
taken idea that we are not inte¬ 
rested. We are, but please make 
it more convenient for us to use it.

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General Meeting Adopts New Terms 
of Reference for Griesbach Council 


Promises a More Streamlined 
Operation 


Responsibility: 

1. The Griesbach Community 
Council will operate in conjunction 
with the Griesbach Garrison Regi¬ 
mental Fund and will be respon¬ 
sible to the Regimental Fund Com¬ 
mittee for the efficient administra¬ 
tion of the activities which they 
control. 

Object: 

2. The object of the Council, as 
the representative body of all the 
Griesbach Married Quarters resi¬ 
dents, will be: 

(a) To provide the Commander, 
Alberta Area, with a clear picture 
of the needs and problems of the 
Griesbach Married Quarters. 

(b) To foster the development of 
organizations and committees in 
the field of education, welfare, re¬ 
creation and character-building am¬ 
ong adults and children of Gries¬ 
bach Married Quarters. 

(c) To provide a local authority 
to whom the community problems 
can be referred. 

(d) To provide, when possible, 
amenities not provided by the 
Army for adults and children. 

Composition: 

3. The Griesbach Community 
Council shall consist of the follow¬ 
ing members: 

(a) A chairman — an officer of 
field rank, resident in the PMQ 
Area and appointed by the Com¬ 
mander, Alberta Area. 

(b) A deputy-chairman — an 
officer of field rank, resident in the 
PMQ Area and appointed by the 
Commander, Alberta Area. 

(c) A secretary-treasurer — ap¬ 
pointed by the Chairman. 

(d) Councillors — the Griesbach 
Married Quarters will be divided 
into Wards. Each Ward will be 
represented by a Councillor. The 
Councillors will be nominated by 
Ward residents. If more than one 
nomine Jon is received for a Ward, 
an election will be held in that 
The Chairman will select a Coun¬ 
cillor when a Ward fails to nomi¬ 
nate one. Councillors will norm¬ 
ally serve for one year. 

(e) Advisory members: AA & 
QMG, Alta Area, Co., 13 Wks Coy 
RCE, Camp Commandant, and Co, 
PPCLI, Home Station or their dele 
gated representatives. 

Source of Funds: 

4. Monies to permit the Council 
to discharge efficiently its respon¬ 
sibilities may be derived from the 
following sources: 

(a) Such grants as may be 
authorized from time to time by 


the Regimental Fund Committee. 

(b) Voluntary contributions by 
residents of the Griesbach Married 
Quarters. 

(c) Rebates from the MLS Com¬ 
munity Snack Bar. 

(d) Fund raising activities such 
as bingos, raffles, fairs, sporting 
events, etc., concurred in by the 
Commander, Alberta Area. 

(e) Fees and monies accumu¬ 
lated by clubs and organizations 
sponsored by the Council. 

(f) Profits of business undertak¬ 
ings operated or sponsored by the 
Council with prior concurrent of 
the Commander, Alberta Area. 

(g) Fees from ccr registrations, 
licenses, permits, etc., concurred in 
by the Commander, Alberta Area. 

(h) Donations from firms, indi¬ 
viduals and institutes. 

(i) The local community news¬ 
paper. 

5. Monies accrued in paragraph 
4 (e) above, will be set-up as sub¬ 
accounts within the books of the 
Council and will be expended 
only for the benefit of the mem¬ 
bers of the club or organization 
concerned. 

Fxpenditure of Funds: 

6. Except as provided in para¬ 
graph 5 above, expenditures by 
Council shall be for the benefit of 
Griesbach Married Quarters resi¬ 
dents as a whole and shall be 
subject to the following conditions: 

(a) All recurring expenditures 
(as defined in Inst. Rules 1.02 (q) 
may be authorized by the Council. 

(b) Non-recurring expenditures 
(as defined in Inst. Rules 1.02 (n) 
up to one hundred dollars for any 
one item or project may be made 
without prior approval of the Regi¬ 
mental Fund Committee. 

(c) All expenditures shall be 
approved at a meeting of the 
Council and recorded in the min¬ 
utes of that meeting. 

(d) Only emergency expendi¬ 
tures for the maintenance and re¬ 
pair of property and equipment 
owned by Council may be made 
without prior approval of a Coun¬ 
cil or Committee Meeting, as appli¬ 
cable. 

Furniture and Effects: 

7. Furniture and effects property 
records shall be maintained by the 
Council in the manner prescribed 
by the Regimental Fund Com¬ 
mittee. 

Meetings: 

8. Meeting of Council will be 
held monthly, if practicable, or 
oftener, as directed by the Chair 
man. 


General Meeting Hi-Lights 


A general meeting of the Gries¬ 
bach Association was held April 
19th, in No. 1 School. 110 resi¬ 
dents were present. 

An annual report on the acti¬ 
vities of the council over the past 
year was given by the Chairman, 
Major Hennie. This report appears 
elsewhere in the paper. 

Future plans of council were 
outlined by the Chairman. An¬ 
other tot lot is planned in the area 
of the row housing. The provision 
cf wading pools is under consid¬ 
eration. Another skating surface 
is planned for the northwest corner 
cf Camp. The Trading Post build¬ 
ing would be used as a change 
hut fer this rink. It is also hoped 
to have the Army install suitable 
heating in the present change hut. 

Plans for a summer day camp 
fer children are underway. (Infor¬ 
mation concerning this Camp ap¬ 
pears elsewhere in the paper). 

Council has under consideration 
the partial financial support of a 
team in the citp bantam football 


league for 12 to 14 year-olds. This 
would be in addition to the Rams 
football team from the GYPA. 

The Chairman asked for nomi¬ 
nations for Council. No nomina¬ 
tions were made from the floor. 
Three residents, however, volun¬ 
teered at the close of the meeting. 
Set. R. N. Haswell, volunteered for 
Ward 3; Sgt. R. J. Adams for Ward 
3, and Sgt. F. N. Woodcock for 
Ward 13. 

The Chairman then read the new 
Terms of Reference for the Asso- 
iation. He explained the changes 
in detail, pointing out that in the 
future no general meetings of the 
-\ssociation would be held. How¬ 
ever, residents would be able to 
attend meetings of the Council by 
representation to their councillor. 
After discussion, C. S. M. (WO 2) 
McKerracher, 2 Bn. PPCLI, moved 
that the new Terms of Reference 
be adopted as read. This motion 
was seconded by Major Robertson 
and passed by the meeting. 


BOYS' AND GIRLS' DAY CAMP 

The Griesbach Association have 
once again arranged to join the 
YMCA in a boys' and girls' day 
camp. 

The camp is being operated by 
the YMCA for a four-week period 
during the month of luly for boys 
and girls aged nine to fourteen. 
The camp is situated at Potter's 
Farm on the Sturgeon River, ap¬ 
proximately 25 miles north-east of 
Edmonton. 

Transportation to and from the 
day camp will be by bus char¬ 
tered by YMCA. The pick-up point 
for Griesbach boys and girls will 
be No. 1 School. 

The camp will include nature 
walks, camp craft, overnight sleep- 
outs* (on a voluntary basis), cook¬ 


ing, swimming and many other 
camp activities. 

Registration will be carried out 
in School No. 1 on May 15th and 
16th by a representative of the 
YMCA. A parent and the child 
must be present for registration. 
Parents are reminded that May 
15th and 16th are the only regis¬ 
tration dates. 

Cost of the day camp including 
cost of transportation is $5.00 per 
week for members of YMCA or 
YWCA and $7.00 for non-members. 
The Camp central fund and the 
Griesbach Association are making 
arrangements to sugsidize the 
weekly cost. Final cost of the 
camp will be based on the num¬ 
bers attending. However, parents 
must be prepared to pay the full 
amount. A rebate will be made 
when registration is completed.

The YWCA will operate a girls' 
resident camp from August 5th to 
August 15th for girls aged eleven 
to fourteen.

LEAVING GRIESBACH 


From the B.B.B. of Edmonton 

Spring is just around the corner, 
and with spring comes the urge 
to get out in the garden, and to 
spruce up the house. The home 
gardener gets out the seed cata¬ 
logues and begins to look at all 
the advertisements for shrubs and 
plants. Every spring, attractive 
ads appear in various publications 
with special deals on trees and 
nrusery stock. Many people like 
to experiment with new things 
from far-away places, but remem¬ 
ber, it may be an experiment if 
you order from a far-away place. 
Things which one must consider 
are: Are the plants acclimatized 
to our Alberta climate, and will 
they stand our winters? If the 
plants are shipped a long distance, 
can you be sure they are in good 
condition when they arrive? If not, 
will you have to send back the 
dead plant, and carry on a lengthy 
correspondence in order to get 
your money - back guarantee? If 
Ihe company is advertising nation¬ 
ally, and is swamped with orders, 
can you be sure you will get deli¬ 
very in time for planting? 

Some mail-order Nursery Houses 
may make you forfeit up to half 
of the contract price if you get 
tired of waiting and decide to 
cancel the order. Reputable Nur¬ 
sery Houses will gladly give you 
advice and assistance if you are 


starting your landscaping project, 
and many of them will replace 
the shrubs which do not survive 
the first year. 

Lawn sodding has been the sub¬ 
ject of periodic complaint. The 
Bureau would suggest getting 
competitive prices and estimates. 
Get the names and addresses of 
customers of previous years, and 
personally check with them as to 
their experience. Find out where 
the sod is obtained, and check on 
that, too, personally, if possible. 
It just could be from an old cow 
pasture which has been over-run 
with quackgrass. 

Many people report to the Bet¬ 
ter Business Bureau that they pur¬ 
chased black loam, which was re¬ 
presented as "weed free." No 
supplier can make such a state¬ 
ment unless he has used a weed¬ 
killer, and 4f such is done, the soil 
would probably be sterile for sev¬ 
eral weeks or months. Weeds will 
grow wherever there is soil, espe¬ 
cially in good soil. Couch or, 
quack grass roots can usually be 
detected in loose piled soil, since 
the rootsystem is extensive. 

Many Greenhouses and Nursery 
Firms are members of Trade Asso¬ 
ciations, whose purpose it is to 
elevate the standards of supply 
and selling practices and to im¬ 
prove business-customer relations 


by operating according to a code 
of ethics. 

Advertising in the Nursery busi¬ 
ness, as in all other types of busi¬ 
nesses can be misleading, if nof 
checked. A promotional firm might, 
for instance, show pictures of trees 
or shrubs at fantastically cheap 
j prices, the pictures giving the im¬ 
pression that the trees will be 
quite large and well - developed, 
when in actuality, the customer 
receives some little seedlings a 
few inches high. Reputable Nur¬ 
series quote prices according to 
the size of the shrub or tree. If 
customers do encourage the type 
cf misleading advertising by buy¬ 
ing and failing to report to the 
Better Business Bureau and the 
News Media which is responsible 
for carrying it — then the unscru¬ 
pulous will flourish. 

In rural areas your District Agri¬ 
culturist is always willing to help 
with information on suitable types 
of trees and shrubs for your dist¬ 
rict, and in the city, the Parks 
Department Horticulturist always 
has a wealth of knowledge and 
advice for city gardeners. Mem¬ 
bers of Gardening Clubs exchange 
information and experiences, and 
are able to obtain films and lec¬ 
tures for groups. 

As in all other types of busi¬ 
ness transaction —- INVESTIGATE

The Post-Easter Lull 

It is not without justification that 
the Sunday following Easter is 
cften called "Let-down Sunday." 
For a good while there has been 
the build-up towards the climax of 
our Christian faith, the Resurrec¬ 
tion. Now, for the moment, there 
is no climax left towards which 
to point butt rather the gradual 
tapering off to a quiet and somno¬ 
lent summer period in which all 
church activities seem to lie dor¬ 
mant. 

Yet this does not need to be a 
time of deterioration and decay. 
In the lives of all great men, as 
Aronold Toynhee has pointed out, 
there lies a period of what he calls 
"Withdrawal and Return." Men 
cannot dwell forever on the moun¬ 
tain peaks nor can their lives- al¬ 
ways be livtd at fever pitch. Peri¬ 
ods of quiet solitude and rest are 
necessary to all of us — phys¬ 
ically, mentally and spiritually. 
That is why Jesus spent days in 
the wilderness preparing for His 
ministry. That is why He gave 
His disciples the instruction that 
followng the Resurrection they 
were to "tarry in the city of Jeru¬ 
salem until ye be endued with 
power from on high." 

There is a period of watching 
and waiting, of disciplined in¬ 
action, through which many of us 
go. But just as the soldier in his 
waiting for action is preparing for 
action, so the Christian must take 


the opportunity of the post-Easter | 
lull to survey his faith, strengthen | 
the foundations and ready himself j 
for the fray so that when the time j 
comes he may enter strongly into 
the great battle of the spirit. This 
means that now he can concent¬ 
rate on what are called "the 
means of grace" —t the reading 
of the Bible, prayer, church attend¬ 
ance and all the acts of worship 
that strengthen him for the busy 
days ahead. Thus he builds a re¬ 
servoir against the time in which 
he will have to draw upon his 
spiritual reserves. And this reser¬ 
voir needs to be refilled period¬ 
ically. So while we may not fight, 
we cannot slack. 

Remember — there are NO re¬ 
tired Christians- and — as Kipling 
said, "There's no discharge in the 
war!" — especially the war of 
the spirit.

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A Corner For Gardeners New Task For Rocket 


TREES AND SHRUBS 

Many of us take trees and 
shrubs for granted. Man planted 
them before he first made a record 
of his activities, and he will pro¬ 
bably go on planting them as long 
as he builds homes and maintains 
boulevards and parks. We are all 
familiar with the bare appearance 
of a new building project and most 
of us appreciate the important part 
that trees and shrubs playin re¬ 
moving this bareness. 

Probably few things that the 
householder does gives him more 
satisfaction than planting trees and 
shrubs and watching them dev¬ 
elop. On the other hand nothing 
makes him sadder than to see 
these trees and shrubs killed by 
a severe winter or badly dam¬ 
aged by conditions over which he 
has little or no control. Obviously 
one of the most important factors 
is to select material suitable for 
the district, and particular location. 

Another equally important factor 
in good planting is the selection 
of material to suit the space avail¬ 
able. There are too many big 
trees planted right against houses 
or in places where they must be 
cut back to make them fit. If good 
judgment is used, there is no need 
to mutilate a tree or shrub to make 
it fit a space in which it never 
should have been planted in the 
first place. 

Keeping the above in mind, the 
following suggestions can be of 
help in your plantings: 

Planting Suggestions: 

It is important to obtain the best 
nursery stock recommended for this 
area. The “Alberta Hortocultural 
Guide" provides such a list. A 
limited number of copies are avail¬ 
able for issue at the Townsite 
Office. 

Vigorous, well-matured planting 
material will withstand transplant¬ 
ing better and is more resistant to 
pests and diseases. 

When digging holes, it is re¬ 
commended that the top-soil be 
kept separate from the subsoil. 
Size of hole depends upon the age 
of the tree and root development 
but should be large enough to 
receive the roots without bending. 
The moisture holding capacity of 
the soil can be improved by mix¬ 
ing organic matter with the top¬ 
soil. 

On receipt of planting material 
the packages should be opened 
and moistened at once or trans¬ 
planted. Avoid unnecessary expo¬ 
sure to wind and sun. 

Trim any broken or ragged roots 
v/ith a sharp knife or pruning 
shears. Set the roots to stand at 
their normal position. Plant the 
trees about two inches deeper than 
they stood in the nursery row. 
Trees are usually slightly inclined 
towards the prevailing winds. Use 
top-soil as much as possible for 
back-filling the holes. The soil 
should be packed firmly around 
the roots, layer by layer. A dep¬ 


ression of approximately one inch 
must be left for watering. Failure 
is usually due to insufficient com¬ 
pacting of the soil in planting. 
Water newly planted trees well. 
To avoid excess evaporation, keep 
the top-soil loose and possibly pro¬ 
vide a mulch. 

PRUNING: 

Deciduous Trees: 

Pruning is an art in itself and 
is cfen overpractised. Trees in 
spacious surroundings require the 
minimum of pruning. The best sea- 
sen for pruning is early spring. 

When pruning, cut the branches 
close to their origin. Do not leave 
stubs; they do not heal readily 
and are subject to infection. Large 
limbs should be pruned by means 
of a double cut, started with a cut 
on the lower side of the branch 
at a distance of 10 inches from 
the trunk and another immediately 
above, slightly closer to the trunk. 
After the branch hasN been re¬ 
moved, the stub can be sawn off 
close to the trunk. 

Shrubs: 

Most shrubs are pruned early in 
the spring before the buds break, 
but spring flowering shrubs, such 
as lilac are pruned immediately 
afler flowering. In many cases, 
remove only unwanted branches 
at base. Heading-back of branches ' 
is only recommended when deal-, 
ing with formal shapes, such as 
hedges, where the natural shape 
of a shrub is not preserved. 
Evergreens: 

Evergreens are slow growers 
and pruning should be done with 
extreme care. Mugho pines must 
be pruned each year to maintain 
their dwarfing habit. The terminal 
spring growth should be headed 
back by two - thirds, before the 
buds open. No additional pruning 
should be attempted. Spruce and 
fir can be handled in a similar 
way. Do not remove lower bran¬ 
ches of spruce, pine and fir. 

FEEDING: 

Fertilizer for trees or shrubs may 
be spread on top of the soil in a 
fashion similar to that for lawns. 

Broadcast fertilization may en¬ 
courage some trees and shrubs 
to produce a mass of roots near 
the surface. To avoid this unde¬ 
sirable condition, fertilizer for trees 
and large shrubs may be placed 
in holes 15“ to 24“ deep spaced 
about the tree. Holes should com¬ 
mence two feet from the tree trunk 
and should be about 18“ to 24“ 
apart. The holes should extend 
out to be below the tips of the 
longest branches. An auger, crow 
bar or hollow pipe may be used 
to make the holes which can be 
1“ to 2“ in diameter. One to two 
ounces (one-tenth of a pound) of 
fertilizer may be placed in each 
hole. It is best to mix the ferti¬ 
lizer with 3 to 5 times its volume 
of soil; the mixture can be tamped 
into the bottoms of the holes with 
(a stick. 



It's called a “Harp" — and it 
doesn't provide background music 
for troops in action. It's a new 
and faster way for the Royal Can 
adian Engineers to string floating 
foot bridges across rivers and 
streams. It derives its name from 
H-oldfast A-pparatus R-ocket P-ro- 
jected. Originally developed by 
the British Army and now coming 
into use in the Canadian Army, 
the “Harp" comprises a launching 
platform and a rocket that is fired 
in the air at a 65-degree angle, 


carrying with it steel wire-rope 
across spans or gaps of 500 yards. 
The cable-carrying rocket anchors 
itself firmly on the other side any¬ 
where from two to five feet deep, 
depending on the soil. Then the 
task of stringing the bridge begins. 
Once the cable is anchored troops 
can be across the bridge in as 
little as eight minutes. Troops of 
the 3rd Canadian Infantry Brigade 
Group at Camp Wainwright saw 
the “Harp" demonstrated by the 
2nd Field Squadron, Royal Cana-

When setting out shrubs and 
trees a complete fertilizer may be 
thoroughly mixed with the 6 in¬ 
ches of soil in the bottom of the 
hole into which the plant is to be 
set. A two-inch soil layer without 
fertilizer should separate the soil- 
fertilizer mixture and the ball of 
soil about the plant's roots. Five 
to ten tablespoons of fertilizer may 
be used in holes two feet in dia¬ 
meter. A pint of starter solution 
may be applied about the soil ball 
on the plant when the hole is half 
filled with soil.
